Holsteins Make Impressive Showing Despite Withdrawals 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


LTHOUGH falling short of the supreme interest, 
A numbers and quality, indicated by the entry list, on 

account of the last minute decision of a number of 
leading exhibitors not to send on their cattle, this year’s 
Holstein show at the National was thoroughly creditable 
as a demonstration of the progress of the breed along 
type lines. ‘One of the largest galleries that ever fol- 
lowed the judging at a show of dairy cattle demonstrated 
their interest in the Holstein breed by crowding around 
the ringside and filling the available seats throughout the 
whole day. This, in itself, was one of the most encour- 
aging lessons brought out by this year’s National. 

The final check-up showed 178 head actually in the 
ring in the individual classes with forty-six exhibitors from 
nine states and Canada participating in the division of 
the prize money. Last year there were 231 head from 
forty-eight exhibitors located in eleven different states 
and Canada. The general quality, however, of this year’s 
show we believe was superior to last year’s great exhibit, 
the female classes, in particular, being impressive not 
alone for the high quality of the tops but the uniformity 
throughout. Last year it will be remembered that the 
bull classes held the greater interest but the reverse was 
true in this year’s show. The states represented were 
Michigan, which was host to the show on the Michigan 
State Fair grounds, Wisconsin, Iowa, Ohio, Minnesota, 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, California and Washington, and the 
Province of Ontario. The first three mentioned, with On- 
tario, made up the state herd contest, which was won by 
Wisconsin. Quebec had made entry but through a com- 
bination of circumstances did not exhibit. 

Two new champions were crowned, both from Wiscon- 
sin, in fact both from Waukesha County, Wisconsin, and 
both of less than mature age. The great Wisconsin three- 
year-old bull, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, made an 
impressive winning of grand championship honors with 
no bull present even challenging him for this position. 
He is, indeed, a fitting successor to Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst, who won his first National grand championship as 
a three-year-old in 1924 and came back to his second win 
last year. He is an even flashier three-year-old than was 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, lacking somewhat of his mas- 
siveness, although weighing 2,400 Ibs., and also not carry- 
ing the unusual depth of flank of the older bull, but being 
one of the strongest bulls from the standpoint of breed 
character along with all the rest, we have ever séen. If 
the Quebec herd had not fallen by the waystde, the contest 
between these two bulls would have been a real “battle 
of the century.” 

The honor of National grand champion female was 
awarded to Hollyhock Piebe Fobes, the four-year-old 
daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, brought out by Holly- 
hock Farms. This great heifer was Bob Haeger’s grand 


champion at Wisconsin State Fair and won her class at 
Waterloo, administering the first defeat of the past three 
years to the Billiwhack heifer, Jennie De Kol Segis 
Walker, but surrendering championship honors to the 
great ten-year-old matron, Model Segis Prilly Gelsche. The 
same three-cornered contest took place here, the Holly- 
hock heifer beating Jennie De Kol Segis Walker in her 
class, and with the real battle for championship between 
the Billiwhack cow and Hollyhock Piebe Fobes. It was a 
case of balancing the greater capacity and strength and 
more striking head of the cow against the superior rump 
and pin bones, rear udder attachment, shoulders and hind 
legs of the heifer. The Hollyhock heifer seemed to be 
filled out better than was the case at Waterloo the pre- 
ceding week and we think there was quite generai agree- 
ment with Judge Moscrip’s decision here, although in the 
form both animals showed at Waterloo the reverse de- 
cision by Judge Kildee was almost equally well approved. 

Billiwhack Ranch, of California, as at practically every 
show in the strong circuit they made this year, won the 
greatest number of first prizes, their winnings here in- 
cluding six blues and one junior championship as against 
two blue ribbons each for Minnesota Holstein Company 
and Hargrove & Arnold, while the rest of the first prizes 
went only one to a customer. Carnation Milk Farms, 
however, appeared to be the winner of the premier ex- 
hibitor banner on the basis of the general balance and 
excellence of their large exhibit. As has been the case 
for a number of years past, the fight for the honor of 
premier breeder was very close between Hargrove & 
Arnold and Minnesota Holstein Company with the Iowa 
institution apparently having a slight edge this time. It 
is difficult to figure these premier breeder and premier 
exhibitor banners in advance of the official designation 
on account of the added money in some classes for cows 
having records and for animals bred by exhibitor, etc. 
Bell Farm, of Pennsylvania, and Paul P. Stewart, of Iowa, 
ranked next to the four exhibitors mentioned for total 
money won. Others winning blue ribbons were Adam 
Pancake of Illinois, J. W. Innes of Ontario, Vial & Abbott, 
of Illinois, Hollyhock Farm of Wisconsin and the Halbach- 
Baird-Swartz-Garvens syndicate of Wisconsin. The work 
of W. S. Moscrip as judge in this his twelfth consecutive 
National we think gave very general satisfaction to hoth 
exhibitors and spectators. 

The Bull Calf Class 

The show started early Thursday morning, October 7, 
with a good class of twenty bull calves. There was quite 
an aggregation of state fair winners with the Pancake 
calf, Sir Inka Ormsby Pietertje Fobes, a son of Sir Inka 
May, finally landing in first place after a rather close 
battle with Carnation Romeo Colantha, Carnation’s son 
of Sir Romeo Mildred Colantha that was first at the

The Two-Year-Old Bulls 

This class of ten ran all the way from All-American 
quality at the top to a tail-tender at the bottom that was 
left out of the money as unworthy to receive a National 
Dairy Show ribbon.

The Aged Bulls 

The “kick” was taken largely out of the bull show 
when Johanna Rag Apple Pabst fell by the wayside with 
the Quebec herd. In his absence there was no outstanding 
championship contender in the aged class, although there 
were a number of excellent bulls in this class of nine. 
Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad and Sir Francy Mercena 
Burke repeated their contest of last year when they both 
came out as three-year-olds. The verdict was the same 
as last year, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, a son of 
the 1921 National grand champion, taking the blue with 
the Canadian entry in second place. It will be recalled 
that last year the Canadian bull came out in much better 
form when he was at the Canadian Royal and on the 
strength of his appearance there was given All-American 
recognition with the Tritomia bull as reserve. The Tri- 
tomia bull won the class on the strength of his rump, Sir 
Francy having a tendency to narrowness in the pins. The 
Canadian bull, however, is more attractive in front. Prince 
Cornucopia Tobe Pontiac, the bull with which Carnation 
Farms have been winning at quite a few of the shows, 
was in third place, Moscrip criticizing him for lack of 
flank, rough tail head, and a throaty appearance. Some 
of the ringside would have been glad to have seen a higher 
position than fourth for King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, 
the Hargrove & Arnold entry, but Judge Moscrip criti- 
cized him for his awkward appearance when walking.

The Aged Cows 

The class of twenty-four aged cows was the largest in 
the show. The quality of the tops ran down even further 
than at Waterloo, although there were more poor udders 
among the leading cows in this class than we like to see. 
Countess of Sunnyside De Kol 2d, showing as a fourteen- 
year-old for Bell Farm, woulld have been the sensation of 
the show had she been sound. She was showing very 
lame, however, and one quarter had been injured, so that 
she had to be sent to the barn, but if she had been sound 
in those respects we consider this cow who was grand 
champion at Portland back in 1919 as near the True Type 
in body conformation and shape and attachment of udder 
as any cow we have ever seen. Model Segis Prilly 
Gelsche, the grand old ten-year-old matron in the Billi- 
whack string,. placed at the top of the class, thus con 
tinuing her winnings that have included grand champion- 
ship at both Waterloo and the Sesqui, as well as Indiana 
State Fair and first in her class at Ohio. Detroit Creamery 
Farms placed second with Lady Boon Jewel Fayne, their 
great 35-lb. cow which was grand champion at Michigan 
State Fair. She had freshened in the meantime and made 
up a splendid udder, but does not carry quite the body 
she showed at the earlier fair. It was a close fit for

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Holstein Observations in England and the 


Continent 
By F. W. A. VESPER 


VISIT to the breeding establishments on the other 
A side is a wonderful educational experience to an 

American Holstein breeder for he gains much that 
is sure to help him in his own activities, and discloses the 
fact that the overseas breeders have made some very in- 
teresting and worthwhile progress with the Black and 

ites. 

i = England there are a number of outstanding Hol- 
stein herds who by reason of the prizes won in the show 
ring and the records made in their tests can be classed 
with any of our foremost herds over here. 


I had the pleasure of visiting at Harlow, Essex, the Gil- 
ston herd which is the property of Arthur S. Bowlby and 
is managed by James Craigie, which is one of the out- 
standing herds of England. It has made a splendid show 
record and has developed production to a point that is 
certainly worth while. Last year 166 cows and heifers 
made an average of 1,014 gallons in official ministry year. 
This is an exceptional record when the number of ani- 
mals is taken into consideration and the fact that it in- 
cludes both heifers and cows. Translated into American 
tests, this would be a general average of over 10,000 Ibs. 
per animal. I was particularly struck with the uniform- 
ity of the herd and the great number of the young animals 
showing splendid udder development. This farm has up- 
wards to 600 Holsteins in its herd, but as it consists of 
over several thousand acres and contains on it five small 
villages with five churches and not to forget seven pubs 
all on the property, would indicate something of its size. 
Something like 200 men are employed on the place with 
a pay roll of $75,000.00 per year. 


Their outstanding bull is Gilston Lodewijk, whose 
blood predominates in the herd. They have a number 
of other bulls, but the most prominent are Gilston Sietske’s 
Ynte, Clockhouse Rinlod and Lathalmond Akkelad. I 
saw the latter three and was particularly struck with 
Akkelad, who is an inbred son of the old bull recently 
re-purchased. In this connection might mention that the 
matter of inbreeding in England is carried on in a man- 
ner that is quite startling to an American breeder for it 
is nothing uncommon to breed a sire back onto his own 
daughters or a brother onto a sister or, in fact, almost 
any combination of this type of inbreeding. It is done 
largely because new blood has been hard to get on ac- 
count of the lack of importations during the past years, 
and in order to perpetuate blood lines this inbreeding has 
been resorted to. Embargoes in and out of England to 
Holland and other countries exist because of the great 
prevalence of disease, foot and mouth and some of the 
others being more or less common. The T. B. tests are 
not carried on as extensively or as vigorously as we do 
over here, excepting, of course, in the big herds, and as 
a@ consequence great care must be exercised in the pur- 
chose of a new sire or any animals that are to be shipped 
from one section of England to another. 

It is to be hoped that some day the matter of import 
and export will be worked out and that foreign cattle may 
be shipped to the United States, and I am certain that 
the shipping of some representatives of some of the splen- 
did families on this side of the world to England would 
be well worth while to their herds over there. 

Found Mr. Craigie a most affable pleasant gentleman, 
thoroughly posted and enthusiastic in his breeding opera- 
tion and the condition of the herd, farms, etc., indicates 
his ability as a superintendent. 

I also visited the Terling herd, near Chelmsford, which 
is the property of Lord Rayleigh and has at its head the 
Grand Champion bull of the Royal Show “Terling Mar- 
thus,” a splendid animal worthy of the ribbon in most 
any show. He is somewhat lower in height than many of 
our show bulls over here, but will stack up with them 
in practically every other point. He carries a square and 
heavier rear end than we like over here, but throughout 
is a sturdy outstanding animal. This herd has also made 
some splendid winnings in the show ring and the pro- 
duction has been brought up to a high standard as well. 

Over there the goal for real production is aimed at 


2,000 gallons which corresponds with our Ten Ton produc- 
tion in America as 2,000 gallons is 20,000 pounds. 

They have developed quite a large number of high pro- 
ducers, some of them running into the 3,000-gallon or 30,- 
000-pound class and most of the herds have representa- 
tives in high producing classes, and are continually de- 
veloping along this line. 

I had previously visited the Thurston herd in Sussex 
where the famous Karel bull was held forth for many 
years and where practically every member of the herd 
carries his blood. Lack of time prevented a re-visit as 
also some of the other big herds. 


IT saw many of the smaller herds in traveling about and 
formed the impression that England was a real Black 
and White country, although, of course, other breeds such 
as Guernseys and Ayrshires are seen, but the Holstein 
predominate. The small breeder is more intensive in his 
work and the results obtained show plainly what we 
could do over here with the same methods. I found the 
small herds even more interesting than the large ones. 

In Germany, especially in Saxony and Westphalian dis- 
tricts the Black and Whites are in the majority by large 
numbers, although comparatively few are pure bred. A 
great many cattle are to be seen, more I think than any 
other of the foreign countries that I visited, and the most 
popular for all purposes by long odds is the Holstein, 
which, of course, is called the Friesian over there. 


Not so much attention is being paid to the actual dairy 
quality as is the combination, for I saw a great many 
Black and Whites working at the plow in the field in the 
day time and they were being milked at night. It was 
not uncommon to see a cow and horse hitched together. 
In some cases just a cow alone, but wherever you went 
no matter what section of the districts mentioned, the 
Black and Whites out-numbered all other breeds at least 
ten to one. 

This looks to me to be a great field for future develop- 
ment and while there are some pure bred cattle that are 
being kept pure, yet the actual breeding such as we know 
it over here has made but little progress in these dis- 
tricts. 

In Switzerland most of the cattle seen are the Brown 
ones that we know as the Brown Swiss over here, but 
comparatively few of them are seen unless you go high 
up in the mountains where all of the cattle are kept in 
the summer time. They are only brought down after the 
haying has been finished in the fall. The matter of haying 
is more highly developed in Switzerland than any other 
country because every blade of grass is cultivated and is 
cut. There is no pasturage of any sort excepting at the 
top of the high hills. Here the cattle are taken in the 
early spring and kept until fall under a combination pas- 
turing arrangement that apparently works out splendidly. 
Switzerland on account of its size must necessarily con- 
serve all of its resources and does so in splendid shape. 
For instance, under the law, if you cut down a tree you 
must plant two in its place immediately and furthermore 
you cannot cut down a tree without getting proper per- 
mission to do so and promptly reporting the fact that you 
have replaced it with two new trees, etc. 

Crops generally throughout Europe are average and 
in some sections very good, although they suffered con- 
siderably with excessive spring rains. Harvest was in 
full blast everywhere and both men and women were at 
work during alJl of the daylight hours of the day getting 
crops, and hay in before the winter weather which comes 
on all too soon for them. 

I have an idea that sometime in the future when all 
of the misunderstanding and difficulties of the past have 
been properly ironed out that an international agricul- 
tural convention to which the real working farmer and 
breeder of each land can come’ and exchange his ideas 
with those of other lands and learn each from the other 
that it will probably be as forceful a factor toward the 
establishment and continuation of universal peace as can 
be developed by any group of men in the world, and I

The National 


HIS year’s National was billed as a production show 
T and it made good on that basis. Interest was cen- 

tered in the cattle themselves and the exhibits of 
all the dairy breeds were very much worthwhile. The 
bustle and pep usually provided by the heavy machinery 
exhibitors in the lines relating to the manufacturing end 
of the dairy business were noticeably absent and the 
show atmosphere seemed rather quiet by comparison with 
previous years, but it was a business-like crowd appar- 
ently 100 per cent interested in the breeding and produc- 
ing end of the dairy industry. 

This year’s National was held under a serious handi- 
cap due to the absence of the financial support customarily 
provided through the sale of exhibit space to the heavy 
machinery people. This year they decided to hold an 
entirely separate show of their own under their own 
management, and at one time, even late last spring, it 
appeared doubtful if the National Dairy Exposition would 
be held at all this year. 

Judging from the attendance during the early part of 
the show when we were there, it will not be a success 
financially, even though the premium list was quite sub- 
stantially reduced, but, even so, we are glad that the 
directors of the National Dairy Association decided to go 
on with the show as it is a matter of some importance to 
the breeding interests of the country to have this annual 
round-up of the best of the various dairy breeds continued 
without interruption. From the Holstein standpoint, the 
entry list, as originally announced, would have brought 
together the greatest aggregation of this breed ever as- 
sembled for one show. While last minute withdrawals de- 
prived the show of that distinction, it still remained a very 
creditable climax to a show season that for interest, 
numbers and quality of exhibits has never been surpassed. 

Next year the National Dairy Exposition is expected to 
return to Chicago in its own permanent home. We be- 
lieve, it will be possible under those conditions to put the 
show on a paying basis and enable it to offer sufficiently 
attractive premiums to dairy cattle exhibitors so that the 
live stock—the feature of the show in which Holstein 
breeders are most interested—may be able to become 
more than it ever has in the past—a real “court of last 
resort” and round-up of all of the outstanding state and 
sectional winners of each show season. 


The Get of Sire Class 


ROM our observations at the shows this year, we are 
confirmed in our earlier view that it was a mistake 
to add so many restrictions regarding the make-up 

of groups to be shown as Get of Sire. 
During recent years, this class has come to be -con- 
sidered about the most important in the show and it has 
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general improvement of our shows. 

A favorite discussion has been the make-up of the 
ideal Get of Sire group and suggestions have been Offered 
ranging from restrictions requiring all four of them to be 
daughters in milk with yearly records down to a continu- 
ation of the former plan of specifying the number only 
and leaving the age and sex to the discretion of the ex- 
hibitor. Quite an effort was put forth from one quarter 
to have the regulations require at least two females jn 
milk and not over one bull. The classification committee 
representing several of the largest shows, however, finally 
agreed to add the requirement this year that at least one 
and not more than two bulls should be included in the 
make-up of the Get of Sire group and an additional class 
was added for the A. R. Get of Sire to be composed ep. 
tirely of Advanced Registry daughters of one sire. 

Partially as a result of this rule, we find the Get of 
Sire class at the National this year to have been the 
smallest in years. We know that it would have been a 
larger class and a stronger class and we think just as 
“significant” if the restriction as to inclusion of a bull 
had not been in effect. We would like to see it withdrawn. 

The A. R. Get of Sire class evidently needs to be sold 
to the Holstein exhibitors. Such classes were offered this 
year at Trenton, Waterloo and the National. There was 
but a single entry at Trenton, two in the competition at 
Waterloo and three at the National, in spite of the fact 
that at the National this class drew far more prize money 
than any other class in the show. - The idea back of the 
A. R. Get of Sire is fundamentally sound but it will not 
be worth very much to win it until breeders come out with 
worthwhile competition. On the same principle, too many 
restrictions on the regular Get of Sire class will operate 
to lower the amount of competition and thus the honor 
of winning. 

A Suggestion for Show Classification 

While we are on this subject of show ring classifica- 
tions, an interesting suggestion was put forward recently 
in conversation by one of our leading judges. His sug- 
gestion was that there be no classes for females under 
milking age and that the prize money be increased in the 
older classes to allow for double premiums to be paid 
in cases where the animal was bred by the exhibitor, and 
that they be doubled again in cases where the animal had 
exceeded production requirements for her age by a sub- 
stantial margin, perhaps 50 per cent. His idea was that 
the concentration of the money in the older classes would 
bring out a more worthwhile showing, his contention 
being that the young classes, while pretty to look at, 
are meaningless and of small practical value. It is an 
interesting subject for breeders to be thinking about. 


The World All-American 


EVERAL letters of inquiry have come to us recently 
~ regarding the method of selecting All-American ani- 

mals, rules of eligibility governing such selections, 
etc, 

The All-American idea was started in 1922 by the 
World as a matter of newspaper enterprise. That year, 
W. S. Moscrip judged the Holstein classes at the National 
Dairy Show, the Pacific International at Portland, Oregon, 
and the Eastern States Exposition at Springfield, Mass., 
as well as a number of the leading state fair shows and in 
collaberation with the editor of the World, he made se- 
lections of the outstanding animals in the different classes 
that had come under his observation. These animals 
were featured as All-American selections in our Holiday 
Number of 1922. 

The idea met with instant response and it was im- 
mediately apparent that the general public was attach- 
ing a good deal of importance to the honor of selection 
for the World All-American. Accordingly, we took steps 
to put it on a little broader basis and the selections in 
1923 and each year succeeding have been made by a 
committee of judges composed of the men who officiated 
at the National Dairy Show, the Eastern States Exposition, 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and the Pacific Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition, with the editor of the World 
as an ex-officio member of the committee. This committee 
gets together at the close of the show season and com- 
pares notes on its observations and has never had seri- 
ous difficulty in arriving at substantial unaniminity regard- 
ing the selections. 

From the letters that have been coming to us, it is 
evident that some of our breeders are under the mistaken 
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impression that it is necessary to exhibit at one of the 
four national or sectional shows mentioned in order to 
receive consideration for the All-American. This is not 
the case. The committee was constituted as it was in 
order to keep it within workable size and on the theory 
that the men who were selected to judge at these large 
shows would be placing the ribbons also at many other 
fairs during the year and would thus come in contact 
with every animal deserving of consideration. That is 
exactly the way it has worked out each year thus far. 
Most of our letters of inquiry have come from the South- 
west and we can assure the breeders of the Southwest 
that they will receive ample consideration, as Mr. Hansen, 
of the All-American committee, had an opportunity of 
seeing their cattle at Kansas Free Fair, Topeka, and Mr. 
Moscrip will likewise ‘have an opportunity at the Kansas 
National next month. 

The committee appreciates the responsibility which 
rests upon it in making the selections and at the close 
of the shows next month will make its final selections, 
which, however, will not be made public until our annual 
Holiday Number. The All-American has come to be rec- 
ognized as a fitting climax to the show season. From 
present indications, this year’s winners will measure fully 
up to the high standards set in the four preceding years. 


The Cover 


OR OUR cover illustration this week, we show a 
F photograph of the offspring of Creator that have gone 

through the season undefeated in the Get of Sire 
class for Pabst Holstein Farms, Oconomowoc, Wisconsin. 
Their winnings include Wisconsin State Fair, Michigan 
State Fair, Eastern States Exposition, Trenton Tri-State 
Fair and the Brockton Fair and Dairy Show. They have 
met most of the leading show herds of the year at one 
place or another on this circuit. Their individual high 
quality and marked uniformity have carried them through 
successfully to the great season’s record they have made. 
The group consists of Pabst American Beauty on the 
right, Pabst Creator Isabelle Ormsby next, Pabst Creator 
Countess Mahomet in third position, with Pabst Admira- 
tion, the famous two-year-old son of Creator who has 
been in use in the Pabst herd for the past year, on the 
end. The middle heifers are both three-year-olds and the 
one standing next to the bull has placed consistently near 
the top of the class while the other heifer has usually 
been in the money. Mr. Pabst is to be congratulated upon 
breeding and developing such an outstanding group.

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Dairy Show Notes 
By FRANK PRICE 


MEETING of the Board of Directors of the National 
A Association was held at the Dairy Show during 
Holstein week, the directors and officers meeting at 
the Statler Hotel, which was Holstein headquarters. on 
October 6th. All officers of the Association were present 
and all directors with the exception of Col. G. Watson 
French of Iowa, F. W. A. Vesper of Missouri, H. C. Stim- 
son of Washington, Mrs. Ruth McCormick of Llinois and 
T. E. Elder of Massachusetts. The Board approved the 
addition of 486 names to the membership list, giving 
the association a total of 1,267 for the current year—an 
increase of 16% over the calendar year of 1925 with three 
months yet to go. This is a most gratifying increase. 


Chairman H. V. Noyes of the Finance Committee re- 
ported an average 8% increase in revenue from all sources. 
This is slightly in advance of the estimate made at the 
beginning of the current year and indicates that the As- 
sociation will close 1926 with a substantial balance for 
income over expenditures. 


The Board discussed informally the budget for 1926, 
authorizing increases in extension work. This action was 
requested by the Extension Committee but final action 
on the budget will not be taken until a late December 
meeting of the Board. The Extension Committee will meet 
in November to definitely fix the Extension budget on 
final action by the Board. Specific items authorized, how- 
ever, include $3,500.00 for continuation of true type work 
including new large models to be sold and the prepara- 
tion of a small bull model to match the small cow model 
that has been made up. A new batch of the large lith- 
ographs of the model cow and bull paintings will be order- 
ed to meet the current demand for these pictures. 

The Board voted to remove all restriction on the re- 
turn of transfer fees to various states. The former re- 
striction was a maximum of $7,000. The only state being 
affected by this restriction at present is Wisconsin but 
New York is very close to the line. 


The Board at the instigation of W. S. Moscrip, Chair- 
man of the True Type and Extension Committees, ex- 
tended a vote of thanks to Harry Yates of New York 
for his service to the breed in winning the Alasa Farms 
trophy for butter fat competition at the New York State 
Fair. Mr. Yates was voted a pair of the smaller true type 
models and a formal expression of thanks to be sent him 
by the secretary of the Association. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Yates’ cow, K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, won the 
butter fat competition—the only important butter fat com- 
petion since the St. Louis exposition, by a substantial 
margin over Milking Shorthorn, Guernsey and Ayrshire 
entrants. The Alasa Farms trophy is a permanent $1,000 
silver cup and it will be competed for at the next New 
York State Fair under similar conditions. 


The Board heard Secretary F. L.- Houghton on the 
matter of public distribution of the remarks of Prof. H. 
H. Wing regarding changes in milk standards and pay- 
ments for butter fat and voted to refer his proposition 
back to the original committee consisting of himself and 
James A. Reynolds for decision as to action. It was pro- 
posed by Secretary Houghton to distribute to all Holstein 
breeders a resume of Prof. Wing’s talk, the principles of 
which are endorsed by the Association and Holstein breed- 
ers generally. This talk was reported in the World in 
connection with the annual meeting at Des Moines. 

The Board in executive session continued its investiga- 
tion of the Maryland testing situation. Forrest G. Farr, 
who as herdsman for Springfield State Hospital, Sykes- 
ville, Md., is under fire for alleged irregularities in con- 
ducting tests, appeared before the Board and submitted 
affidavits concerning his part in the matter. The inves- 
tigation, prior to the hearing before the Board, was con- 
ducted by James A. Reynolds, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, and it is understood that decision was held 
in abeyance until further investigation could be made.

An innovation at this year’s National Dairy Show was 
a series of herd demonstrations under a joint program en- 
dorsed by the Extension Department of all dairy breeds. 
Prof. C. L. Blackman of Ohio State University was chosen 
by the various breed organizations to conduct these dem- 
onstrations. They were held each day in the judging 
arena in connection with the show and each breed was 
permitted to make its own demonstration, setting forth 
the advantages of the breed. These demonstrations take 
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the place of previous large expenditures for booths and 
for the bringing in of representative animals of the vari- 
ous breeds in a competition which was admittedly get- 
ting nothing of real educational value across to visitors 
at the show. 

For the Holstein breed R. E. Everly and W. G. Lacy, 
under the direction of Earl Cooper, Director of Exten- 
sion, staged four Holstein demonstrations and two calf 
club demonstrations. A true type demonstration using 
the Holstein true type models and the grand champion 
of the National Dairy Show was given by Earl Cooper. 
A demonstration using Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, first 
prize aged cow at the Dairy Show, was given to illustrate 
production and longevity and a demonstration using Daisy 
Aaggie Ormsby 3d, the Michigan champion owned by 
Lambert & Webber, and Countess of Sunnyside 2d, owned 
by Bell Farm, was given to demonstrate long- and short- 
time production. The calf club demonstrations were 
staged under the direction of Mr. Cooper as well. It was 
found that the average attendance at these demonstra- 
tions was 150 people and that the message went across 
to dairy farmers who were in attendance at the show, 
very effectively. 

* + * 

The Holstein extension forces provided a booth at the 
entrance to the barn devoted to Holstein exhibits which 
was in general charge of Earl Cooper with E. M. Clark, 
W. G. Lacy, Allen Crissey and R. E. Everly in attend- 
ance. The booth was very well patronized and on the 
first day that Holsteins were judged the booth received 
fifteen pages of names requesting Holstein literature. An 
unusual quantity of literature was passed out direct at 
the booth also. The True type paintings and a@ pair of 
models were on exhibit and all the standard literature of 
the extension department was available for distribution. 

In addition to this feature the attendants escorted 
22 teams of Smith-Hughes high school students through 
the barns pointing out the features of the Holstein ex- 
hibits and performed the same service for 30 Holstein 
club teams. All breeds are undertaking the same type 
of extension this year which seems to meet with general 
approval of the extension departments.

W. B. Barney, legislative expert for the Holstein-

chairman, has agreed upon a federal standard for use in 
connection with the score card for tests. It will be re- 
membered that the standard of 4 per cent was removed 
by Dr. C. W. Larsen of the Bureau of Dairying just prior 
to the Grand Rapids meeting one year ago and no stand- 
ard has existed for the past year. The new standard 
reported by the committee and which has had the unani- 
mous approval of the committee and the main body of 
the Bureau at its meeting makes the federal standard coin- 
cident with the standard in the various states, thus in 
19 states the standard will be 3 per cent and in 39 states 
3.25 per cent. Dr. Larsen, who has been guided in the 
past by the action of the American Dairy Science Commit- 
tee, will undoubtedly accept this recommendation which 
will be fairer to Holstein interests than the one which was 
suspended a year ago. 

* * * 

Earl Cooper, Director of Extension, called a meeting 
of extension field men and state secretaries on Tuesday, 
October 5th prior to the opening of the Dairy Show at 
Detroit. Those in attendance included Mr. Cooper, W. B. 
Barney, E. M. Clark, W. G. Lacy, R. E. Everly and A. N. 
Crissey of the Extension Department and state secre- 
taries L. L. Oldham of Wisconsin, I. D. Hadley of Ohio, 
Robert Geiger of Minnesota and J. G. Hays of Michigan. 

The chief theme of the conference revolved around 
relationship between state and national extension forces 
and a harmonious plan of action was evolved. Beginning 
January ist, 1927 all states receiving transfer moneys 
under the Irwin resolution passed at Kansas City will 
make definite and complete reports to the National Ex- 
tension Department of Holstein activities involved in the 
expenditure of money thus appropriated under this reso- 
lution from National to State treasuries. As fast as pos- 
sible definite and similar plans of work will be inaugu- 
rated in all states receiving transfer moneys. 

The conference also discussed a standard plan of or- 
ganization and the per-cow basis was adopted as the most 
practical and equitable form of financial organization. 

Another field of Holstein extension that came in for

considerable discussion was the work of introducing pure 
bred Holsteins in various state institutions. Holsteip 
men are proud of the work that has already been accom. 
plished in Michigan, Iowa, Ohio, Washington and other 
states that may be mentioned and are very glad to note 
the progress that has been made in putting Holsteins into 
Wisconsin institutions because of the importance of Wig. 
consin as a Holstein state. Little progress has been made 
in a few of the other larger states but it is expecteg 
that the exchange of views at the conference will regyjt 
in more activity and more work where it is now needed. 
* * * 

One of the interesting exhibits at the National Dairy 
Show included the dairy exhibit of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. This exhibition included information re. 
garding the management of the dairy, statistics upon re. 
lationship and effect of various dairy feeds to weight 
and growth, aids to standardization of dairy products, 
information upon cooperative marketing, market news, 
world trade and dairy products, selection of sires and a 
number of other important features in the well managed 
dairy. Representatives of the Bureau of Dairying were 
present to pass out bulletins and give information regard. 
ing questions that came up. The exhibit occupied one 
corner of the machinery bujlding and was well patronized, 

The National Dairy Show enjoyed actual patronage 
despite the fact that the machinery men had broken away 
and held their own show down town. It was quite grati- 
fying to see the interest in live stock judging each day 
and the character of the audience. A typical farm audi- 
ence were present and they evidently were there to get 
information on the breed they were watching. It igs 
probable that the lessons of the Dairy Show as far as the 
cattle man’s needs were concerned were better presented 
and better assimilated without the presence of the butter- 
making and ice cream machinery exhibits than they would 
have been were these exhibits there. It may be some- 
what surprising to the machinery men to learn some 
day that while the cattle men can put on a show of edu- 
cational value without the aid of the dairy machinery 
interests they have passed up a great many opportunities 
to interest potential buyers in their wares by separating 
their show from the cattle show. We believe the cow is 
still of fundamental importance. 
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third place between Ruby Fayne Posch, the Carnation 
cow, and Wauseona Aaggie Pride, a daughter of Pride of 
Sir Piets, owned by A. H. Buhl, of Michigan. Both could 
be criticized a bit in the udder and the Carnation cow 
finally placed over the Michigan entry. Detroit Creamery 
Farms scored again in fifth place with Princess Copia 
Walker 2d, a cow which they purchased at the last Na- 
tional sale, while Haley & Lee were in sixth position with 
their grand old cow, Gypsy Posch Ruby, the dam of the 
Carnation entry and also of the Carnation two-year-old 
that had been doing so well. Bell Farm edged into 
seventh place with a daughter of King Mabel Segis Korn- 
dyke ahead of Colantha Copia 2d, the Wisconsin cow that 
stood second at Waterloo. This was one of the best 
bodied cows in the ring. Judge Moscrip criticized her 
udder but in view of some of the udders that placed above 
her we have a feeling that this cow might well have 
fitted into the line nearer the top. We were much disap- 
pointed not to see Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, the great 
1,000-lb. fat producer from Mount Victoria Farms, in this 
class.

WINDLING somewhat in numbes 
D from the strong show-at Topeka, 

Kan., the Holstein-Friesian show 
at the Kansas State Fair at Hutchin- 
son, Kan., nevertheless was one of 
the best livestock exhibits at that fair. 
There were six Kansas herds show- 
ing against one good herd each from 
Oklahoma and Missouri. 

The ratings of the judge, O. E. Reed, 
formerly of the Kansas Agricultural 
College but now of the corresponding 
Michigan institution, did not differ 
greatiy from those of Axel Hanson, 
the week before. And for that matter 
both judges, working on the female 
classes, came to much the same con-

apparent in the list of awards, due to 
the differences in classifications. At 
Lincoln the first cow class is for fe- 
males over five, and the next for cows 
from three to five years old. At the 
two Kansas fairs the first class is for 
cows four years or over and the next 
for three years or over, splitting the 
second Nebraska class. 

In bulls, Judge Reed at Hutchinson, 
evidently followed a somewhat differ- 
ent standard from Davis, putting the 
Romig aged bull first, as did Hansoiu, 
and putting third the Griffith entry, 
that Davis had made first at Lincoln. 
In actual rating, however, the Griffith 
entry would have been second, mak- 
ing a difference of only one place, for 
a variance in bu'l classification put 
the three-year-old King bull in with 
those four and over, and he was given 
second. This King bull, which has 
won many blues, is the one selected 
by the famous Billiwhack Ranch in 
California, to succeed the $110,000 
Prince Aaggie of Berylwood, the King 
bull’s sire 

Holsteins at Hutchinson were housed 
in excellent quarters in the fine new 
fireproof barn, in use its second year, 
and interest at the barn and in the 
show ring will justify more good herds 
in making this fair. The story of the 
show, by classes, follows:

Holland Bulls To Mexico 


We understand that a shipment of 
forty-five Friesian bulls from Holland 
is soon to be made to breeders in 
Mexico as a result of a recent trip 
to that country by Mr. D. E. C. Har- 
tog, chief inspector of the Nether- 
lands Herd Book Association of 
Holland. We would be interested to 
learn how the restrictions regarding 
foot and mouth disease were over- 
come. Much as we would like to see 
some Holland blood brought over 
here and perhaps made available to 
our breeders through importation 
later on from Mexico, it might be 
very expensive if adequate quarantine 
regulations were not maintained. The 
prevalance of the foot and mouth 
disease in Holland has very largely 
destroyed their outside markets for 
cattle, according to reports of those 
who have returned recently from that 
country. Mr. Hartog, who is men- 
tioned in connection with this sale 
to Mexico, was on the committee 
which entertained Messrs. Houghton 
and Moscrip so excessively on the 
occasion of their visit to Holland 
last year.

Reactors Slaughtered Under Inspec- 


tion 


The question is often asked “How 
can carcasses of animals slaughtered 
as reactors to the tuberculin test be 
passed upon post-mortem examina- 
tion as fit for food’ The Tuberculo- 
sis Eradication Division of the U. S. 
Bureau of Animal Industry kas the 
following to say on this subject: 

“This matter has been given very 
careful consideration from the stand- 
point of both public health and 
economy, and it should be made 
thoroughly plain that the disposition 
of carcasses slaughtered under the 
Meat Inspection Act is founded on 
sound principles established by 
world famous physicians and veteri- 
narians. The greatest care is exer- 
cised in carrying out these principles 
in the post-mortem inspection and 
disposition of the affected animals, 
and no “bad beef” is passed for 
‘thuman food. In the course of slaugh- 
tering, other animals which have not 
been subjected to the tuberculin test 
are frequently found tuberculous 
among the very best steers, bulls, 
beef cows, dairy cows, calves and 
hogs, and the same principles are 
applied in the inspection and dis- 
rosition of all tuberculous animals 
whether they originate on the range 
or in the areas engaged in tubercu- 
losis-cradication work. Scientists 
consider meat as an almost negligible 
factor in the transmission of bovine 
tuberculosis to human beings. The 
principal means of its transmission is

Holsteins at Oregon State Fair 


There have been larger exhibits of 
Holsteins on the Oregon State fair 
grounds at Salem than the one this 
year, but there was nothing slow 
about its quality and Judge John B. 
Irwin, who had not been out for two 
years, characterized it as “a fine 
show, with hardly a class that did not 
bring out some excellent examples of 
Holstein type.” Especially in the 
female classes, it was notable for 
rugged constitutions, and there were 
few tail-enders in any class. Fitted 
as the cattle will be for the Pacific 
International, no doubt they will fur- 
nish several good prospects for All- 
American honors, F. W. Durbin’s two- 
year-old that won reserve honors last 
year showing particularly well. 

There were 110 black and whites in 
the two. barns reserved for them, and 
exhibitors numbered 33, counting 
club members who showed in the 
open classes. This tabulation counts 
as one exhibitor the Skagit County 
(Washington) Holstein Breeders’ As- 
sociation, which showed the cattle of 
several members under the one 
banner, “Bred, Born and Raised in 
Skagit County.” Other new exhibit- 
ors included J. Luscher & Sons of 
Fairview, Oregon, and S. B. Hall of 
Troutdale, Multnomah county breed- 
ers. Because of his recent sale of 40 
head to Carnation, F. R. Beals of Til- 
lamook did not show this year, and 
there were some empty stalls which 
had been reserved for the Whatcom 
County (Washington) association. 
The Durbin exhibit was outstanding 
for completeness, fitting and decora- 
tion, and it won the lion’s share of 
awards—16 blue ribbons, a junior 
championship and both senior and 


grand championships on 16 head, 13 
of the 16 prizes having been earned 
on get of the senior herd sire, Sir 
Walker Inka Homestead, of which 
there were 11 in the ring. Antone 
Vandecoevering, club member from 
Washington county, who showed the 
beautiful Jennie De Kol Segis Walker 
to first place at a previous fair, came 
back with a daughter of hers and 
wrested from the adult breeders first 
place in the senior yearling class, and 
junior championship. The first prize 
three-year-old heifer is a full sister to 
the first prize two-year-old, Lady Iris 
Homestead De Kol, both daughters of 
Sir Inka, and the first prize senior 
yearling bull, and junior champion, 
is by the same sire. The bull has 
been consigned to the Pacific Interna- 
tional sale at Portland. 


R. E. Everly, northwest fieldman, 
was at the show until he had to leave 
for the National, and with his help 
Holstein breeders secured from the 
fair management a division of ciub 
classes for Holstein calves to which 
they felt entitled because of the 
special money appropriated for the 
show by the extension division of the 
national association.

P. O. M. 37th, and it is further sig. 
nificant to note that both of his sons 
who sired these grand champions 
were from the Wisconsin Fobes fam- 
ily on the dam’s side, Sir Bess Orms- 
by Fobes, the sire of Hollyhock Piebe 
Fobes, being out of Wisconsin Fobes 
herself, while Sir Bess Fobes Orms- 
by, sire of the grand champion bull, 
was out of Wisconsin Fobes Ormsby, 
she in turn out of a daughter of Wis- 
consin Fobes.

Although the Holstein display at 
this year’s National was one of the 
best in the long’ series of Dairy 
Shows, we cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing our disappointment that the 
really sensational entry list did not 
completely materialize. Among 
those who were entered and who did 
not send on their cattle for competi- 
tion for one reason or another were 
Yates Farm of New York with its 
well-balanced string, J. D. McDonald 
of Wisconsin with his outstanding 
two-year-old bull, Plaut Harcourt Cre- 
ator, and many other good ones and 
the F. E. Murphy Company of Minne- 
sota with its outstanding bull calf 
which won at Waterloo, the good cow 
from the Irwin herd that was grand 
champion at Minnesota, etc. All 
three of these herds would have been 
contenders right through the show. 
Perhaps the greatest interest, how- 
ever, was attracted to the Quebec 
cattle, as they had not previously 
been in competition with any of our 
cattle from the States and had been 
sensational winners at the leading 
shows of Canada. These included Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, grand cham- 
pion at the Dairy Show for the past 
two years; Oakhurst Colantha Abbe- 
kerk, the great 1,000-lb. fat producer 
that was expected to put up a real 
battle for the female champiouship; 
Brookholm Inka, one of the out- 
standing three-year-old bulls of the 
year, and a number of others that 
would have been sure to place well 
up if not at the top of their classes.

NATIONAL MILK PRODUCERS TO 
MEET AT CLEVELAND 


Over 600 leaders of dairy coopera- 
tive marketing associations will meet 
November 10-11 in Cleveland, Ohio, 
at the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Cooperative Milk Producers’ 
Federation. 

In addition to reports from the 30 
regional member organizations of the 
Federation, addresses will be given 
by outstanding authorities in both 
official and private life. 

“Cooperative dairy marketing has 
made great progress during the past 
year,” declared Secretary Charles W. 
Holman of Washington, D. C., in 
announcing the action of the Federa- 
tion directors. “Reports of this 
progress will be summarized and 
given to the convention. It may be 
of some interest to the general public 
to know that at the present time the 
dairy farmers of this country produce 
over two and a half billion dollars 
worth of dairy products, and about 
one-fourth of this is handled by dairy 
cooperatives. Over one-fifth is handled 
by the member organizations of the 
National Federation. 

“The Federation this year selected 
Cleveland, as a result of an invitation 
backed by every cooperative dairy or- 
ganization in the State of Ohio. 

“The local member organization in

were better than at this sale last year. The 166 head: soid for a total of 
$22,745, averaging $130 each. The bulk of the offerings were females ip 
milk, which were untested themselves and from untested dams, there being 
91 sold for an average of $155.38. These included several old cows which 
sold at low prices. Fourteen cows from tested dams averaged $175.72, and 
four with short-time records averaged $195. Forty young calves from untested 
dams averaged $91.50 and six young bulls from dams with short-time records 
sold for an average of $121.66. Mr. Backus writes that there was a demand 
for cows fresh or soon due and that seventy-five in this class averaged 
$209. The top price was $270 paid for a cow of Canadian breeding, untested 
and with no record backing, and several others sold at around this figure. 
All of the cattle remained in New York State with the exception of one car 
load which went to Maryland. The sale was well attended on both days and 
the bidding was active at all times. The cattle were sold under the usual 
tuberculosis quarantee and the selling was done by Col. George W. Baxter 
of Elmira, New York, with R. Austin Backus, in the box.

HERE was a better showing of 
7 Holsteins at the Lower Colum- 
pia and Clatsop County fair than 
for some years past, but even so, 
plack-and-whites were outclassed by 
Guernseys and Jerseys both in num- 
pers and quality.

Hess is running a herd of over 100 
head, 30 or 40 of them pure breds, on 
a 300-acre tife-flats farm, and has been 
using a pure bred Holstein sire for 
9 years, but never before broke into 
the show ring. This year he brought 
out a young son of Chief of the Orms- 
bys, obtained within the year from 
§, E. Chaffee of Yakima, and a junior 
yearling daughter of his herd sire, 
which is a grandson of King Segis 
Pontiac Konigen. “I find you have 
to feed calves plenty of milk to get 
growth,” said Miss Minnie Hess, sis- 
ter of the proprietor, who he admits 
has a big share in the farm manage- 
ment; and this heifer, which attract- 
ed much attention, was a February 
(1925) calf that had milk all that win- 
ter and most of the following one. 
Hess sells his product either for local 
consumption or to the Portland mar- 
ket, and is well satisfied with Hol- 
steins. “It is true there aren’t many 
Holsteins in the county now,” he ad- 
mitted, “but I think there will be more 
of them if the price of pork stays up.” 
Failing to find enough feeder pigs for 
his purpose this year, he bought a 
good Duroc boar and is raising some.

A map of the United States portray- 
ing by counties, the extent of bovine 
tuberculosis in 1926 shows excellent 
progress in eradicating the disease

compared with a similar map issued 
two years ago. Though in a few local- 
ities the resurvey shows a little more 
disease than shown on a previous 
map, the new map shows in general 
a marked decline in the degree of in- 
fection. Six different intensities of 
shading show graphically the success 
of all parts of the United States in 
controlling and eradicating this insid- 
ious foe. 

A very marked increase in the num- 
ber and extent of accredited areas 
from which the disease has been prac- 
tically wiped out is an outstanding 
achievement seen in the comparison 
of the 1924 and 1926 maps. A brief 
table shows also that for the country 
as a whole the per cent of tubercu- 
lous cattle declined from 3.3 per cent 
in 1924 to 2.8 in 1926. The map was 
prepared by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department of 
Agriculture.
